PRESENT: Co-Chair Juli Brazile, Recycling Coordinator Charlotte Milan, Janice Pare, Sue Stamps, 
Ellen Callaway, Secretary Pete Howard 

COORDINATOR'S REPORT (Ref 1): Charlotte provided a table and chart showing the tonnage for 
trash, recycling and yard waste for FY 08 through FY 14. In the case of FY 14 the tonnage figures 
are projected by replacing the FY 13 figures with FY 14 figures as they become available. Available 
so far are Jul through Sep. The Oct figures are at DPW being validated. Charlotte will apply for a 
DEP grant (SMRF) that will pay for equipment to facilitate recycling at Town fields including Peirce 
Field at AHS. She has found the Athletic Director to be very supportive. Charlotte has spent a lot of 
time getting lunch room recycling of bottles and cans started at Ottoson MS. She reported that the 
6th & 7th grades have good results. The 8 th grade is less familiar with the routine. Her next project is 
to start lunch room recycling at AHS using a similar model. 

COMMUNITY COLLECTION DAY PLANNING 11/16 So far 11 people have signed up. 12 are 
desired - 6/shift. There will be a new ground plan. Charlotte would like to have volunteers at the 
shredder (2), Styrofoam, and at the donation sorting tables. She would like to have a runner at the 
end of the CRT line to help avoid asking cars to go around again. The flyer is out & posted. Gordon 
has requested police traffic direction. 

BUSINESS RECYCLING: The BoH will include with the license renewal letter to the haulers a leaflet 
from the DEP explaining the state requirement to offer recycling. Sue, Juli & Janice will meet w/ CoC 
on 11/20 to discuss a questionnaire they have drafted that we would like all the businesses to get. 
The BoH will get the questionnaire to all restaurants with their license renewal notices. The program 
may be called "Arlington Businesses Recycle". 

KITCHEN WASTE COMPOSTING: Charlotte would like to start some kind of food waste composting 
program next fall. We agreed to hold our letter to the Town manager for discussion at the Jan 
meeting. 

CENSUS SURVEY RECYCLING QUESTIONS: Charlotte discussed the rationale for the questions 
that DPW requested be included in the annual survey. The questions are intended to help DPW plan 
on-going programs. She did not provide copies of the questions for the ARC. In the judgment of the 
DPW, the questions used in 2009, the last time recycling questions were asked, are obsolete 
because of changes to solid waste and recycling collection as part of the JRM contract.
